To  the  Citizens  o-f  the  Errol  School  District 


In  my  report  -for  the  1985  Annual  Meeting  I  made  mention 
o-f  the  -fact  that  the  people  of  Errol  had  made  a  decision  to 
maintain  a  community  school  -for  grades  K-8.   I  also  mentioned 
at  the  time  that  other  decisions  would  have  to  be  made  in  the 
-future.  The  -future  mentioned  then  has  now  arrived. 


SCHOOL  WARRANT 


Your  1986-87  school  warrant  places  be-fore  the  voters  two 
important  questions. 

The  -first  is  to  -form  a  study  committee  to  look  into  the 
need  to  build  a  new  school.  The  present  building  is  a  multi 
story  wood  structure  which  is  in  need  o-f  a  great  deal  o-f 
work.   However,  even  with  a  great  deal  o-f  work  and  a-fter 
spending  a  great  deal  o-f  money,  the  basic  problems  with  the 
building  would  not  be  corrected.  The  structure  itsel-f  can 
not  be,  at  reasonable  costs,  renovated  to  accommodate  a 
physically  handicapped  child.   We  have  been  -fortunate  up  to 
this  time  that  we  have  not  had  a  physically  handicapped  child 
in  our  school.   The  building  does  not  meet  the  -fire  codes 
required  o-f  newer  buildings.   In  two  instances  class  sizes 
are  i  nsu-ff  i  c  i  ent  to  meet  the  30  sq  .  -feet  per  child.  The 
wiring  in  the  building  does  not  meet  sa-fety  codes  required  o-f 
newer  buildings.  The  problems  go  on  and  on  and  renovation  is 
not  the  answer.   The  question  is  "What  is  the  answer?  What 
are  the  needs  o-f  the  Errol  Community?"  We  are  recommending 
that  a  study  committee  be  -formed  to  look  into  the  matter. 

The  second  question  under  Article  11  requests  the  sum  o-f 
$15,000.00  to  begin  renovation  o-f  the  building.   This  would 
replace  the  siding  o-f  the  building  with  Colorlok  and 
eliminate  the  need  to  paint  the  building  every  -few  years. 
The  question  remains,  however,  whether  you  want  to  begin 
renovation  o-f  your  building  be-fore  a  study  is  done.

BUDGET 


The  operational  budget  •for  1986-87  shows  an  increase  o-f 
$12,176.00,  plus  $4,628.00  i -f  the  school  lunch  program 
continues  to  operate,  and  plus  $15,000.00  i -f  the  people  vote 
to  renovate  the  present  building  rather  than  conduct  a  study, 
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The  areas  o-f  operational  budget  which  have  increased  are 
as  -follows:   Teacher  salaries  $7,580.00,  insurance  $643.00, 
F.I.C.  A.  $262.00,  library  books  $680.00,  liability  insurance 
$450.00,  dues  and  -fees  $783.00,  equipment  $800.00,  building 
insurance  $350.00,  custodial  salary  $266.00,  and  school 
repairs  $400.00.   To  these  -figures  you  can  add  $4,628.00  -for 
the  school  lunch  program  and  $15,000.00  i -f  the  decision  is 
made  to  renovate  the  building.   Excluding  the  last  two  items 
the  operational  budget  will  be  increasing  by  8.7>^  over  the 
current  year.  More  important,  however,  will  be  the  tax 
increase.   Because  o-f  a  much  lower  anticipated  June  30 
balance,  revenues  will  be  down  by  $20,000.00.  This  should 
have  a  sizeable  impact  on  the  tax  rate  -for  December  o-f  1986. 


TEACHER  SALARIES 


Teacher  salaries  will  most  likely  be  the  most  critical 
issue  in  public  education  during  the  next  three  years. 
Teacher  shortages  in  a  number  o-f  areas,  lack  o-f  interest 
among  our  young  people  to  enter  the  teaching  -field,  and  the 
competitive  market  will  all  translate  into  higher  and  higher 
salaries.  To  compete  Errol  will  have  to  keep  pace  with  what 
other  schools  around  them  are  doing.  And  when  this  happens, 
you  will  see  the  salary  part  o-f  your  budget  increase 
drama t  ical 1 y. 


SUmARY 


A  school  system  is  composed  o-f  its  -faculty  and  the 
children  placed  in  its  care.  To  be  success-ful  a  teacher  must 
be  able  impact  knowledge.  To  acquire  knowledge  a  child  must 
be  willing  to  learn.  To  be  success-ful  both  must  work  in 
harmony.  When  harmony  does  not  exist  the  system  breaks  down. 
In  Errol  we  have  been  -fortunate  to  have  the  best  o-f  both 
worlds:   competent  teachers  able  to  impact  knowledge  and 
willing  children  with  a  thirst  to  learn. 

The  creation  o-f  an  educational  system  takes  the 
cooperative  e-f-forts  o-f  many  people;   parents,  teachers, 
school  board  members,  children,  church  organizations,  etc.

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT  -  1985 


My  goal  -for  the  Errol  Consolidated  School  has  been  to 
promote  and  -foster  academic  excellence.   I  haue  encouraged 
the  sta-f-f  to  cover  basics  and  li-fe  long  skills,  such  as  the 
enjoyment  o-f  reading.   In  order  to  promote  this  program  the 
students'  text  books  are  regularly  updated  with  replacements 
a-fter  -five  years  o-f  service.  All  students  are  given  yearly 
SRA  achievement  tests  in  all  subject  areas.  The  sta-f-f 
reviews  the  results  so  that  instruction  adjustments  can  be 
made  to  correct  any  individual  i  ne-f-f  i  c  i  enc  ies.  The  State 
Department  o-f  Education  mandated  that  all  students  in  grades 
4,  8,  10  be  given  state  achievement  tests  in  October.  These 
tests  were  -from  an  outside  company,  McGraw-Hill,  and  ranked 
on  the  basis  o-f  achievment  with  other  New  Hampshire  schools. 
There  will  be  a  lot  o-f  data  coming  -from  the  state  on  these 
tests.   The  in-formation  I  have  to  date  indicates  Errol 
student  results  will  demonstrate  that  they  did  well. 

A  second  goal  -for  this  year  and  the  next  will  be  to 
upgrade  and  to  have  a  core  collection  fo  an  elementary  school 
library.   I  have  procured  the  services  o-f  a  New  Hampshire 
State  Library  consultant  to  work  toward  the  objective.  The 
new  elementary  school  requirements,  which  will  go  into  e-f-fect 
in  the  -future,  will  propose  a  minimum  number  o-f  volumes.  The 
school  will  have  to  add  about  500  acceptable  books  to  the 
present  collection  to  meet  this  standards. 

The  students  entered  into  a  number  o-f  projects  and 
academic  endeavors  during  the  year.  The  student  council 
became  a  part  o-f  many  o-f  these  activities  and  remained  active 
in  -fund  drives.  The  council  is  saving  -funds  to  be  used  -for 
playground  equipment  to  be  purchased  in  the  future.   Carol 
Norman  and  Wendy  Kern  Mitton  served  as  advisors  to  the  group. 

The  students  participated  in  the  I-Ji  1  derness  ski  program 
with  80"<  -  90'/.   of  the  pupils  taking  part  -for  the  hal-f  day  a 
week  -for  six  weeks.  The  winter  school  carnival  comes  at  the 
end  o-f  this  period  and  the  students  displayed  skills  in  a 
number  o-f  winter  sports.  The  -first  three  winners  in  each 
event  received  points  toward  ribbons,  trophies,  and  prizes. 
Keith  Peart  and  Kristian  Eberhardt  were  tied  for  first  palce 
and  in  the  girls'  division  Leslie  Bembr  i  dge  won  the  -first 
position.  The  carnival  dinner  a  was  arranged  by  the  Errol 
School  Association  and  the  evening  was  concluded  with 
vaudev  i 1 1 e  acts. 
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The  students  social  studies  classes  were  enhanced  with 
special  speal<ers.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  4-H  an  IFYE 
candidate  was  brought  to  the  school  to  lecture  on  Egypt.  The 
social  studies  program  includes  New  Hampshire  history  in 
grades  3-8  and  an  instructor  form  Seatrek  was  obtained  to 
speak  on  the  coast  o-f  New  Hampshire.   Seatrek,  a  division  o-f 
the  University  o-f  New  Hampshire,  has  several  lecture  series 
on  the  di-f-ferent  aspects  o-f  New  Hampshire  history,  and  our 
speaker  presented  one  o-f  their  programs. 

Several  students  entered  the  National  Career  Guidance 
Poster  and  Poetry  contest,  Angela  Hall,  Heal ther  Lane,  and 
Leslie  Bembr  i  dge  won  prizes.  Errol  was  one  o-f  25  New 
Hampshire  schools  entering  and  one  o-f  two  schools  that  had 
three  winners.  The  girls  went  to  Concord  -for  their  awards 
and  a  luncheon.  Lesl  ie's  and  Angela's  entries  were  selected 
-for  the  national  contest. 

The  National  Spelling  Bee  Contest  is  another  activity 
our  students  enter.   Our  school  winner,  Angela  Hall,  joined 
other  school  winners  -for  the  county  spelling  bee.  Angela 
success-ful  1  y  won  a  second  place  trophy. 

The  students  enthusiastically  enter  into  the  annual 
school  science  -fair.   The  students  in  all  grades  had  projects 
to  be  judged  by  outside  o-f-ficials.  The  1984-85  -fair  grand 
prize  winner  was  Keith  Peart  with  his  project  TESTING  FOODS 
FOR  SUGAR  COhfTENT.  The  students  in  all  grades  displayed 
various  projects  that  required  gaining  scienti-fic  knowledge 
and  extracurricular  study. 

The  students  In  grades  4-6  went  to  Pittsburg  on  a 
Saturday  in  May  to  enter  the  Coos  County  Conservation  Science 
Fair.   Their  theme  was  the  Androscoggin  River,  and  they 
presented  their  topic  using  a  large  model  o-f  the  river.  They 
received  a  second  place  and  acquired  ribbons  and  a  trip  to 
the  Eastern  States,  however,  because  o-f  lack  o-f 
transportation  they  could  not  attend  the  fair.   Nevertheless, 
the  girls  obtained  a  degree  of  success  and  satisfaction  from 
their  experience. 

The  boys  and  girls  in  grades  3  -  5  held  their  annual 
public  speaking  contest  in  May.   Leslie  Bembr i dge  was  judged 
the  grand  winner  for  her  humorous  presentation,  THE  GARBAGE 
GOURMET . 

The  students  receive  instruction  in  music  one  day  a  week 
and  have  an  option  for  instrumental  instruction  from  Mrs. 
Bean,  our  music  teacher.   Music  is  an  important  part  of  the 
school  day  and  professional  musicians  performed  at  the  school 
during  the  year.   An  evening  of  music  in  the  spring  was  an  op 
opportunity  for  the  students  to  demonstrate  their  musical 
progress. 
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The  students  instruction  in  art  covers  several  artistic 
skills,  including  sketching,  painting  with  di-f-ferent  mediums, 
sculpture  and  extends  to  constructing  large  project  models. 
Mrs.  Carr,  our  art  teacher,  skillfully  guides  the  students 
into  each  level  o-f  artistic  accomplishment.  Mrs.  Carr  is  at 
the  school  one  day  every  other  week  and  gives  instruction  in 
excellent  art  classes.  Mrs.  Carr  -fits  her  curriculum  into 
other  subjects  that  would  include  an  artistic  plan. 

The  Errol  Consolidated  School  Association  and  Student 
Council  remained  active  by  promoting  projects.  The 
Association  organized  the  school  suppers  and  worked  to 
provide  -funds  -for  student  enrichment  programs.  The 
Association  awarded  their  annual  scholarship  at  Awards  Night 
to  a  twel-fth  grade  Errol  studetn. 

The  Umbago  Sports  Association  sponsored  a  -field  day  -for 
the  students  and  donated  trophies  -for  the  winners  o-f  each 
^ent.  The  club  provided  picnic  lunch  -for  the  -fun  day  which 
concluded  the  school  year.  The  club  gave  a  $100.00 
scholarship  at  Awards  Night  to  a  twel-fth  grade  Errol  student. 
Brian  Grover  received  the  School  Association  and  Umbago 
Sports  Association  scholarship  to  -further  his  education  at 
the  University  o-f  New  Hampshire. 

A  new  drug  and  alcohol  education  program  was  introduced 
in  all  grades  as  part  o-f  the  health  curriculum.  The  teachers 
and  school  nurse  attended  a  two  day  instructional  workshop  in 
August  and  again  in  September  to  implement  the  agenda.
